First Strike Violence Occurs 


li Vermont Towns 


NQ m siiousLY HIIRT 


Armtd Men Guard Yards at White 


Rivtr Junction—Conductor Arrested 
at Bratttleboro For Flourishing Pis- 
tol at Girls Who Called Him Names 
—Railroad Officials See Great Im- 
provement In Movement of Freight 


White River Junction, Vt., July 


ZZ.—With two score or .more heavily 
armed strike-breakers camped here 
In the railroad yards and a number 
of instances of violence In the ston- 
ing of the substitute men on Central 
Vermont passenger and freight trains 
during Thursday, the strike situation 
has assumed a more serious situation 
than at any time since the opening 
of the trouble. 


The first act of violence which has 


occurred here took place when a stone 
thrown" at a passenger train struck 
a strike-breaking brakeman between 
the shoulders and nearly knocked him 
frorn the car. 


Last night, as a strike-breaking crew 


was returning from switching freight 
cars across the Connecticut river to 
the Boston and Maine yards In West 
Lebanon, they were met wllj a vol- 
ley of stones Just as they were leav- 
ing the West Lebanon yards. 
The 


strike-breakers declared the stones 
•were thrown by railroad men. No one 
was hurt, and Deputy Sheriff Stearns, 
•who was in the yard, took steps to 
prevent the attack from assuming a 
more serious form. 


A mob of nearly 200 men met the 


evening train which pulled 
in

at EighMlour Decision. 


IS NARROWLY CONSTRUED 


Attorney General Wlckersham Makes 


It Possible For Prlvata Shipbuilders 
to 
Take 
Government Contracts 


Without Disorganizing Their Plants 
—Makers of Material Outside of 
Plant Where Ship Is Built Exempt 


Washington, July 22.—By the nar- 


rowest kind of construction of the 
eight-hour law In Itn application to 
the construction of naval vessels At- 
torney General Wlckershum probably 
has made It practicable for private 
shipbuilders to take government con- 
tracts 
without 
disorganizing 
their 


plants. 


This la the amendment to the naval 


bill that was proposed by Representa- 
tive Fitzgerald of Brooklyn, and the 
enactment of which has raised a aeri- 
ous question as to whether vor not 
private firms will bid for warships, 
with the possibility that the govern- 
ment would be forced to 'construct 
most of tiem at the Brooklyn navy 
yard. 


The decision IB just the kind desired 


by the navy department; It places the 
narrowest possible 
construction on 


the act. The attorney general cites 
the original eight-hour law which Is 
made applicable to warship construc- 
tion, and then says: 


"I thinlt it Is'clear that the pro- 


vision In the naval appropriation act 
must be construed to apply simply to 
work done upon Jhe vessel at the 
place where it Is built, and not as 
applying to the manufacture of ma- 
chinery or other material elsewhere 
which Is to enter into the construc- 
.lon of the'vessel." 


"This means," said an official ot the 


navy department, "that the eight- 
hour law is to apply only to the con- 
struction of tlie hull at the private 
contractor's plant; also to the In- 
stallation of whatever armor, machin- 
ery and other 
equipment may 
be 


manufactured 
elsewhere. 
All this 


outside work may be done without re- 
gard to the 
eight-hour 
limitation. 


Only after It has been delivered at 
the ship contractor's yard and Is be- 
ing Installed on the vessel Is the law 
to affecl such material. 


"This Is a great victory for the gov- 


ernment. 
It will solve many of the 


objections to the law, and 1 think that 
contractors will now freely bid for 
battleship contracts." 


The decision is likely to lead to 


trouble. The amendment was framed 
In part to strike a blow at the Bethle- 
hem Steel company. Just before the 
amendment was adopted congress re- 
ceived a report of labor conditions 
at the Bethlehem 
company's plant, 


showing the men were being worked 
twelve or fourteen hours a day and 
otherwise being mistreated. 


It was the Intention of Fitzgerald 


that the eight-hour law should apply 
to the manufacture of armor and other 
steel parts for warships. 
The at- 


torney 
general's 
decision 
exempts 


outside firms from the operation of 
the law. 
There seems little doubt 


that if the government and the pri- 
vate armor manufacturers proceed oil 
this theory the 
labor 
organizations 


will carry the Question Into court. 


There is still some doubt whether 


private contractors will bid for the 
new battleships, the torpedo boats 
and other vessels recently authorized. 
They have said all along that they 
would not demoralize their working 
orces by putting some of the men 
on the eight-hour basis, 
as 
would 


have to be done In undertaking 
to 


build battleships under tlie Fitzger- 
ald amendment. 
Some of the firms 


lave been every emphatic in this posi- 
tion. 


It is believed, however, that the 


narrow construction placed on the law 
by the attorney general will induce 
most of the big firms to bid. The de- 
partment has considered the construc- 
tion of both the battleships at the 
Brooklyn yard In the event of the pri- 
vate firms refusing to do this work. 
The same situation applies to tho 
building of the two revenue cutters 
authorized at the recent session.

BIG PROBLEMS TO SOLVE 


Special Postofflcc Department Com- 


mission Up Against a Tough Propo- 
sition—Four Thousand Bookkeepers 


to Ultimately Be Employed on New 
New 
Work— Passbook 
Necessary 


For Every Depositor 


Washington, July 22.— The postof- 


fice department Is beginning to face 
some of the cold realities of the postal 
savings hank law. 
For days the spe- 


cial department commission . headed 
by H. H. Thompson, superintenden 
of the division of finance, has been 
wrestling with the formation of plans 
for organization and preparing a re- 
port. lor the trustees. 


Tlic board finds that about six mil- 


lion depositors use the banks In Croat 
Britain and partly from this basis 
have estima'ed that ten million per- 
sons in time will patronize the postal 
banks In the United States. 


It will be necessary for each post- 


office handling the money to keep 
two ledgers or a total for the service 
of from eislity thousand to one hun- 
dred thousand. 
It may gladden the 


heart of the bookkeeping fraternity 
to learn that probably four thousand 
bookkeepers ultimately must be em- 
ployed on the new work. 


Several devices for giving receipts 


to depositors have been examined, 
among them postal cards and coupons, 
hut s-o far the financial sharps of the 
coii;p.ii.-.s!on have been unable to dir- 
e-over how the government can avoid 
Issuing a passbook to' every depositor I 
as every other hank of deposit does. 


It is'beheved. also that It will be 


necessary to establish a central of- 
ice, probably In Washington, for the 
computation of interest, and this will 
necessitate eventually the sending of 
about ten million passbooks to and 
from this office twice a year. 


The special commission Is meeting 


dally and hopes soon to present fig- 
ures showing the estimated cost of 
the new system. 
It was announced 


some time ago that even If the plans 
for Instituting the postal binks were 
complete, it would be several months 
before the government co'ild print and 
distribute the books and documents 
needed to put the system In opera- 
tion.
